Washington. April 24.— W ith crush- 
ing force President W ilson replied to 
Carranza's 
warning 
to 
the 
United 
States to get out of Mexico* 
A brigade of infantry and a heavy 
detachment of artillery were rush*# 
to the border; another brigade of in ­ 
fantry and 
more 
artillery were or­ 
dered from Galveston ot Vera Cruz 
and the embargo on arms to the Con­ 
stitutionalists clamped on. 
Everything is in readiness to send 
the troops across the border. 
Although 
the 
administration still 
talks of halting its armed interven­ 
tion “ short of war,” this action is a 
virtual declaration of war. 
The answer of the mailed fist to the 
defiance of 
General 
Carranza came 
after important conferences. 
Presi­ 
dent Wilson had answered Carranza’s 
ultimatum with a polite note of un­ 
mistakable 
warning. 
W hen 
no 
as­ 
surance of a change in Carranza’s at­ 
titude came the council of President 
W ilson with Secretaries Bryan. G ar­ 
rison and Daniels ordered the troops 
to the frontier and issued the first 
command which sent a detachment of 
the regular arm y to a foreign shore 
for hostile service. 


Troops Going to Vera Cruz. 


No announcement was made of the 
exact troops to go to Vera Cruz, Sec­ 
retary Garrison 
declaring 
he would 
leave that to General Funston, hero 
of the Philippines, now in command 
at Galveston. 
M ajor General Wood, 
who gave up ilia post as chief of staff 
of the army, may go with the detach­ 
ment to V era Cruz. 
Tile regiments sent to the border 
are from the Presidio of San Francisco 
and 
the artillery from 
Fort Riley, 
Kan. 
They are to report to General 
Bliss. 
Tile announcement that they 
are to “ allay apprehension along the 
border” is looked upon here as only 
the cover for heavy reinforcement of 
the border troops. 
Orders to send 
them across the Rio Grande are ex­ 
pected momentarily. 
It is understood here that all the 
^regulars on the border will be used 
first as attacking columns which are 
to move into Mexico from the north. 
Plans are ready for the mobilization of 
the m ilitia in the shape of a call for 
50,000 volunteers. 


Much Depends on Carranza. 


The volunteers, it is expected, will 
replace the border patrol of the regu­ 
lars. 
W hether the attack in Mexico 
w ill be carried through any of the 
territory now held by the Constitution­ 
alists depends on the attitude of Car­ 
ranza. 
U n til he takes some aggres­ 
sive action it is not expected that our 
troops will invade the states under his 
dominion. 
One possible cause of speedy clash 
with Carranza may be the seizure of 
that part of the Colorado river which 
lies in Constitutionalist territory and 
from which Am erican irrigation proj­ 
ects obtain water supplies by a special 
convention. 
Secretary 
Lane recom­ 
mended the taking of this portion of 
the stream and that is likely to be 
done. 
The war department order was giv­ 
en out by Garrison in the shape of 
a short statement that is expected to 
take its place in the records of this 
eonllict as the real “ declaration of 
w ar.” 
It follows:

Tile navy added to the fleet on the 
east coast of Mexico the two biggest 
dreadnaughts of the navy, the New 
York and the Texas. 
They w ill head 
a “ special service squadron” of six­ 
teen ships of war under the command 
of Rear Adm iral W inslow. 
Dis flag­ 
ship w ill be the New* Y’ork and his 
“ flying squadron” will bear the brunt 
of the patrol work and the blockade of 
the east coast. 


Isolates Entire Republic. 


W ith a 
sim ilar 
squadron on 
the 
west coast this isolates the entire re­ 
public of Mexico, except for the short 
frontier 
line 
between 
Mexico 
and 
Guatemala. 
* 
Fifty-four American ships of war. 
not counting two flotillas of torpedo 
boats, are now in the Mexican service. 
Forty-five hundred men make up the 
brigade of infantry, with its auxiliary, 
which is being loaded at Galveston. 
Its dispatch was precipitated by word 
from Adm iral Badger of the serious­ 
ness of the situation in that city. Rear 
Adm iral Badger flashed that he now 
has 5,400 men ashore, but the Mexi­ 
cans are gathering for an attack. 
He 
feels that he can resist them success­ 
fully, but it is expected that reinforce­ 
ment w ill continue and the adminis­ 
tration is taking no chances. 
President W ilson’s depression con­ 
vinced his visitors that at last he felt 
hope of peace had fled. 
President Wilson said that he has 
no present plan to lay before con­ 
gress any of the dramatic changes 
that have taken place in the situation I 
since Monday. Congress alone can de­ 
clare war, but the mailed hand which 
is closing down upon the republic of 
Mexico w ill 
make 
that 
declaration 
merely the fulfillment of inform ality. 


DECLARES HE WILL 
NOT FIGHT AMERICA 


General Villa Says His Attitude 


Is Friendly. 


E l 
Paso, 
Tex., April 
24.— General 
Francisco Villa, head of the rebel m ili­ 
tary forces, informed George C. Car- 
others, special agent of the state de­ 
partment, that he will decline to be 
dragged into a war with the United 
States by anybody. 
“ W h y,” he smiled, as he threw an 
arm about tile broad shoulders of the 
government 
representative, “ all 
E u ­ 
rope would laugh at us if we went to 
war with you. 
They would say that 
‘little 
drunkard 
Huerta 
bas 
drawn 
them into a tangle at last.’ ” 
V illa said he was consulted in the 
drafting of the Carranza note trans­ 
mitted to Secretary Bryan and which 
was regarded as somewhat hostile in 
tone. 
The rebel 
leader 
told 
Carothers, 
who 
reported the interview 
to the 
state 
department, 
that one 
of the 
chief reasons why he came to .Juarez 
was to show 
the Am erican 
people 
that his attitude 
was friendly 
and 
that he did not fear to trust himself 
on the border without a m ilitary es­ 
cort behind him. 


Washington, 
April 
24.— Adm iral 
Badger reported to the navy depart­ 
ment that three more men had been 
killed and twenty-five pounded in the 
fighting at Vera Cruz. 
The navy department issued the fol­ 
lowing statement: 
“ W irin g from Vera Cruz Adm iral 
Fletcher reports that the desultory fir­ 
ing had been finally stopped by a 
house to house search and the dis­ 
armament of the inhabitants. 
“ After issuing his proclamation Ad­ 
m iral Fletcher had a long conference 
with 
the principal 
city officials, 
at 
which he carefully explained the atti­ 
tude of the United States. 
“ He reports that the officials ap­ 
peared willing to resume their official 
duties, but that they feared conse­ 
quences for their acts from the Mexi­ 
cans. 
“ Pending their reassuming their of­ 
ficial duties 
Rear Adm iral 
Fletcher 
says he is appointing officers to super­ 
vise the administration of the city 
government. 


Guerrilla W arfare Ends. 


“ Sim ultaneously with the effectual 
suppression of the guerrilla warfare 
which had been carried on a great 
change for the better is reported, Ad­ 
miral Fletcher saying that at the time 
of his dispatch many people were ap­ 
pearing in the streets and 
that a 
number of stores, banks and business 
houses had resumed business. 
“ Fear is still expressed for the wa­ 
ter works, as the supply is running 
low and an expeditionary force will 
leave for the water works to insure 
water supply. 
The defense line of 
trenches extends around the city and 
out to the sand hills. 
“ The admiral reports that the na­ 
tives believe that the Mexicans will 
return to attack Vera Cruz.” 
Secretary Daniels issued this state­ 
ment: 
“ Adm iral 
Badger 
wires 
that 
he 
landed the battalion from the Minne­ 
sota, Michigan and South Carolina and 
that the landing forces now ashore to­ 
tal about 5,400 men. 
The .Minnesota, 
Chester, Prairie and San Francisco are 
lying in the inner harbor. 


Three More Sailors Killed. 


“ Adm iral Badger reports that as a 
result of desultory firing which con­

sailors 
were 
killed 
and 
about thirty-five wounded. 
“The landing party now occupies all 
the city and outposts stationed on the 
sand hills in the rear have been en­ 
gaged in constructing defensive works. 
"V e ry little food supply has been 
coming into the city and it is thought 
that in a few days the question of 
feeding the people of the city w ill be­ 
come paramount and that it is pbssi- 
ble the [hilted States will be called 
upon to furnish food. 
“ The Mexican forces are disposed 
along the railroad line and, while Ad­ 
miral Badger reports the rumor that 
they are preparing to attack, he adds 
that any attack can be successfully 
resisted.”
